Ten 
thousand 
acres 
of 
blackened 
land, scores of oil derricks and w ork­ 
e rs’ hom es lay in the w ake of a for 
est* fire sw eeping forw ard in this re­ 
gion today. 
A fter threatening the towns of San­ 
ta P aula and V entura, as well as the 
rich V entura oil fields, the fire was 
turned into m ountainous sections near 
here last night by dying winds. 
Despite 
the 
heartening 
turn, 
a 
force of 1,000 men was kept in the 
field to start back fires and to coun­ 
te ract any further wind changes. 
The fire, which spread over a six 
mile front, had done $3,000,000 in dam ­ 
age and was responsible t o r the death 
of Charles Deen 25, 
volunteer 
fire 
fighter who was killed w hen Ais motor 
cycle struck a truck on a smoke filled 
road.. 
The destruction of 95 oil derricks 
and m any w orkers’ homes was ac­ 
complished shortly after the fire s ta rt­ 
ed near S anta P au la Mineral Springs 
and climbed the slopes 
of 
Sulphur 
m ountain. 
It was believed today th a t the fire 
had done considerable dam age to the 
w alnut crop in this district. 


Portland, Ore., Sept. 38—(HP)—Sav­ 
ed by shifting winds and desperate ef­ 
forts of fire fighters, the little town 
of Stevenson, Wash., stood unscathed 
today in the middle of a blackened 
fire swept forest. 
One of the fires, which have been 
raging for weeks in W ashington and 
Oregon, converged late last night on 
the ham let of 750 population and for 
hours it appeared the settlem ent was 
doomed. 
Residents piled a few belongings 
into family m otor cars and fled. 
To 
day they were back but found their 
w ay about town only with the aid of 
street lights, so dense w as th e smoke. 
The fire raged down the wooded 
hillsides tow ard the town and reach­ 
ed within a mile and a half of the 
boundaries before a change 
in 
the 
wind veered it in another direction 
and enabled fire fighters to set back­ 
fires and save their holies. 
A dozen or more ranch homes were 
destroyed on the ten miles front as 
the flames ate their way tow ard Ste­ 
venson but no c a su a ltie s were report­ 
ed. 
O ther settlements, however, were 
not so fortunate. 
The Columbia R iver Tim ber com 
p an y ’s hotel and general office build 
ing a t Greenleaf was destroyed a t a 
loss of $100,000 and the Mid-Colum­ 
bia Lum ber com pany n ear Carson 
IO miles up the river—w ent 
up 
in 
sm oke at a loss of $75,000. 
Thirty-two families living near the 
Ryan-Alien mill, two miles north of 
the town, were 
ordered 
out 
when 
flames m enaced the com pany's hold­ 
ings. 
F ire crews 
with 
apparatus 
from Hood River, Ore., aided in sav­ 
ing the properties. 
The fire th at threatened the town 
of Estacada, Ore., was checked only 
after it had destroyed nine homes, a 
hotel and a school house and raced 
over a great tim bered area. 


P aris, Sept. 18—(U.P>—E m ergency 
relief corps w ere hastily organ­ 
ized here today to aid th e victim s 
of violent storm s which, sw ept all 
F ra n ce d uring the la st 24 hours 
and killed a t least seven persons. 
Scores w ere left hom eless in the 
provinces as a result of th e w orst 
deluge w hich has stru ck th e coun­ 
try in years. 
T elegraph an d tele­ 
phone com m unications w ere dis­ 
rupted, tra in s ' w ere delayed, and 
shipping along the M editerranean 
and in th e E nglish C hannel w as 
disorganized. 
T here w as considerable dam age 
in P a ris but no casualties w ere 
reported. 
P roperty dam age in th e 
provinces am ounted to m any m il­ 
lions. 
T he w orst know n loss of life w as 
suffered a t Toulouse and environs 
w here four persons w ere drow ned 
w hen th e rivers overflowed.

Coyne outlined th e case, told how the 
sta te would prove th a t Peacox held 
a m irro r a t his w ife’s m outh to be 
certain she was dead and told of the 
crem ation, th e young radio salesm an 
seem ed to wince. 
Coyne told of Peacox’s confession 
th a t he had w rapped a cord around 
his w ife’s th ro a t as he sta rted to tak e 
the body from th e house, “because I 
w as afraid the rain 
m ight 
revelve 
her.” 
Sydney A. Syme, chief of defense 
counsel, sta rted outlining his case. 
Sym e said he will produce evidence 
to show “th is boy w as legally insane 
w hen he killed th is girl.” 
H e 
said 
fu rth e r th e evidence would show th a t 
th in g s w hich Peacox 
had 
learned 
about his w ife m ade him insane at 
the tim e of the crim e.

WAS FIRST PRESIDENT OF UNI­ 
VERSITY, SERVING FROM 
1869 TO 1884 
M inneapolis, 
Sept. 
18—<ULR>—Dr. 
W illiam W. Folwell, president emeir- 
tu s of the U niversity of Minnesota 
and nationally ,know n professor of 
languages, m athem atics and political 
science, died a t his home here today 
a fte r a long illness. 
Dr. Folwell, who w as 76 years old, 
w as the first president of Minnesota 
university and served in th a t capa­ 
city from 1869 to 1884 w hen he be­ 
cam e head of th e political science de­ 
p artm en t since 1907 he has been pres­ 
ident em eritus. 
H e has suffered 
several 
months 
from neuritus but until a few hours 
before his death w orked on his lat­ 
est book, the history of Minnesota. 
D r. W illiam Watts 
Folwell 
was 
born a t Rom ulus, N. Y., Fob. 14, 1848. 
H e received his Bachelor’s Degree at 
H obart college in 1887, his Master’s 
D egree fronf the sam e college In 1860 
and his D octor’s Degree in 1878. 
A m ong the teaching positions he 
held w ere teacher of 
languages 
at 
Ovid academ y, New Y ork, professor 
of m athem atics a t Hobart college and 
professor of mathematics at Kenyon 
college. 
A fter leaving Kenyon col­ 
lege he cam e to th e 
University 
of 
M innesota and w as connected with 
th a t institution, either actively or an 
advisory capacity, until his death. 
Dr. Folwell served with the 60th 
New Y ork E ngineers in the Civil war 
from 1862 to 1865. 
H e w as a m em ber of th* Minne­ 
sota com m ission of th e Philadelphia 
C entennial Exposition in 1876; pres­ 
ident of the M innesota Society of Fins 
A rts from 1882 to 1887, and served 
on the M inneapolis P a rk Board from 
1889 to 1907. He also was a member 
of the S tate B oard of Correction and 
C harities and president of the Minn­ 
eapolis Im provem ent League. 
H e spent the last IS years of hie 
life in w riting the history of Minne­ 
sota in four volumes, recognised ae 
th e m ost com plete 
an d 
authoratlve 
w ork of its kind. 
M any 
prom inent 
Minnesota 
and 
Tw in City public persons paid tribute 
to Dr. Folwell, recognizing him as on* 
of the g reatest teachers and histor­ 
ians in the sta te ’s history. 
“Dr. Folwell w as the grand old man 
of M innesota,” said Governor Theo­ 
dore C hristianson, who was one of his 
pupils 26 years ago.

B a n k banditry, according to the many examples em ­ 
ir. the papers, has .shifted from hazardous nighl work wi 
nitro glycerin blasting of hank vault doors and boring of 
with acetylene torches, to a daylight job carried out with peculiar 
finesse and precision bespeaking the work of experts relying on 
exact information as to bank habits previously gained. 
The bandits, according to the news stories, make their visits 
when a bank has accumulated the most cash. 
Most of the- rob­ 
beries appear to be committed between the hours of IO and 12 
o’clock in the morning. 
The Elk River hank was robbed near IO o’clock, the Pequoi 
bank after IO o’clock. 
With all the money hi sight and the hank 
opened for business, the bandits quickly grab the booty. 
The officials of the State Bureau of Criminal Apprehension 
have come to the conclusion that an organized syndicate of hank 
robbers is responsible tor perhaps a score of m ajor robberies in 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Iowa in the past six weeks. 
Tactics 
of the bandits reveal a precision in methods and execution that 
leaves little if anything in the way of a clue. 
As the bandits are revealing criminality of the highest type. 
so the law iii combatting them must use ail possible resources to 
stem this crime wave. 
Nowadays the course in some communities is for the people 
to sit hack and say, “ Well, the hank is insured. 
It’s all right, no­ 
body has lost any money.” 
True, bank and depositors have lost no money. 
But if the 
wave of hank robberies continues, the insurance companies will 
have to recoup by raising their insurance premiums and if no ap­ 
preciable check is made in robberies, one can see where the r a te s 
will strike a high level. 
It is in the interest of the public that every agency shall he 
employed to stop the hank robbing and to capture bandits, 
lf one 
branch of crime flourishes, ii produces a spread of criminality in 
other channels. 
The Minnesota Bankers’ Association has offered a reward of 
$500 per bandit for information leading to the arrest and convic­ 
tion of the bandits who robbed the Pequot hank on August 28. To 
get all three bandits behind prison bars will net a citizen $1,500. 
Any information, any clues found may be given the sheriff of 
(/row Wing county or the Minnesota Bankers' Association and 
will he held strictly confidential.
